Dissemination of material from one agency to another may fall, into either of 
two elsssee : 

a. Clesg I . The circumstances favor direct dissemination front one agency 
to another. 



Example : Agency A knows with certainty that Agency B needs the material, and 
knows how many copies are needed. The material is in form for ready reproduction 
(such as ditto or mimeograph). 

In this case, dissemination by A oirectly to B is rapid * no 

efficient. 


b. Class II . There are complicating factors, making it difficult for 
one agency to disseminate directly to another.

Since all U.S. intelligence material related to national 
security flows through the CIG reading center, that is the proper 
location for the interdepartmental reading panel* 



Agency A will make Class I dissemination to Agency B whenever 
that procedure is most efficient. However, copies will also go to 
the Interdepartmental Reading Panel at CIG. 

All C lass II dissemination should be handled through the 
Interdepartmental Reading Panel at CIG. 

Thus, all material will flow through the Interdepartmental 
Reading Panel for examination by all accredited reading panel 
members. Security limitations imposed by the originating agency 
will be enforced at the Interdepartmental Reading Panel.
